A ‘CALIFORNIA RADIO STATION has just fired 
a woman for refusing to signa “loyalty oath.” The woman 
is a Republican Party conservative. She refuses to per- 
mit her employer to probe her political views as a test 
for employment. But the station says: “We must clear 
our shirts of suspicion.” | 
Amazing situation, isn’t it? ‘The word “loyalty” has 
become ‘a blackjack against the most elementary liberties 
of free speech, free press, and even the right to hold a job. 

Who has defined ‘this “loyalty’? The House Un- 
American Committee, the FBI's notorious enemy of La- 
bor, J. Elgar Hoover, and the war-hungry generals. 

This past week has seen 11 ‘courageous Americans 
rushed to jail because they refused to turn over. to the 
‘Un-American Committee the names of other citizéns 
_ supporting the victims of Spanish fascism. At the same 
time, Rockefeller’s son-in-law, Winthrop Aldrich, is in 
Madrid to negotiate a loan to the fascist dictator, the 
stooge of Hitler and Mussolini. 

It is Aldrich who should be going to jail, not men 
like Howard Fast, Dr. Edward Barsky, and their brave 
aniti-Fascist colleagues!

Their alleged “per- 
sonality problem” is how to retain some sem- 
blance of human dignity — not to speak of sheer 
survival, feod, rent, etc. — under the system 
which views them as having no social function 
other than that of providing private profit and 
acting as cannon fodder.. The fake science of 
Freudian-ridden psychiatry does not scientifically 
study the origin of industrial accidents in the 
—— outside World of class relations in 
ustry. It closes its.eyes to the outside’ social 
system which n.akes every industrial safety device 
a reluctant “expense” incurred by employers 
seeking maximum returns’ from the labor of 
other men. Instead, this quackery turns its probe 
inward into the soul and mind of capitalism’s 
victim to find the “solution” there, It studies the 


“personality” of the miner burned under rotten 
beams. Dr. Menninger’s complaint is only that 
the capitalists don’t yet appreciate. how much 
money this “science” can save them if capitalist- 
minded psychiatrists are turned loose on the 
American working class in the trustified factories 


and mines.

Women get 10c. to-30c. per hour less than men wha do 
exactly the same work. Is this legal? I thought the FEPC ordimance 
would stop this. : 

ANSWER: The FEPC ordinance prohibits discrimination in 
employment on the basis of race, religious creed, color, national or- 
igin. It does not cover discriminations on the basis of sex. "
